Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 59-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McKenna et al (US 5,737,506). 

As to claims 59, 62 and 63, McKenna et al disclose an anatomical visualization 
system memory comprising data storage regions storing surface information in three 
dimensions of at least a portion of a work of said surface information obtained by 
scanning said work of art, said surface information obtained by scanning said work of 
art with a scanner and calculating said surface information three dimensions from a 
series of images obtained by said scanner (column 2, line 61 through column 3, line 16) 

As to claim 60, McKenna et al disclose memory of claim 59 (see claim 59, 
above), wherein said memory comprises a library of surface information in three 
dimensions for a plurality of works of art (column 3, lines 1-16, the second data base 
corresponds to a library in this claim). 

As to claim 61 , although McKenna et al does not disclose a hand held scanner. 
The Examiner takes Official notice because a hand held scanner is well known in the 
art. 

Claims 1-58 and 64-82 are allowed.
